12 Black Panthers Acquitted Of

Twelve Black Panthers have 
been acquitted of charges of at­ 
tempted murder of policemen 
in a shootout at the Desire 
Street 
Housing 
Project. 
All 
were returned to jail to await 
trial on other charges. 
The 12-man jury of 10 blacks 
and two whites, deliberated a 
half hour Friday before return­ 
ing a unanimous decision of in­ 
nocent. Nine votes would have 
been sufficient for acquittal. 
The defendants—three women 
and 
nine 
men—still 
face 
charges of aggravated battery 
in connection with the alleged 
beating of two police under­ 
cover agents the night before 
the shootout. 
Federal 
authorities 
earlier 
Friday issued a hold order on 
the 12 for .possible violations of 
federal firearms statutes, court 
officials said. 
More than a dozen firearms 
and several hundred rounds of 
ammunition 
were 
confiscated 
at the defendants’ barricaded 
apartm ent following the shoot­ 
out Sept. 15.

one in moon orbit, his sighting 
of possible ancient lava flows, 
and joined with the others in 
giving personal im.pressions. 
As Scott and Irwin collected 
samples at the rim of Spur Cra­ 
ter on their second driving ex­ 
cursion Sunday, they spotted a 
small 
rock 
which 
prompted 
Scott to say: “I think we’ve 
found what we came for.” 
Both believe the rock, be­ 
cause of its crystalline com­ 
position, could be original lunar 
soil, 
dating 
back 
4.6 billion 
years to the creation of the so­ 
lar system. 
“ I think if it is one rock, if it 
is in fact the beginning of the 
moon, that will tell us an awful 
lot,” the mission commander 
said. 
Each astronaut was asked for 
his most, vivid impression of 
the flight. 
Scott: “ I guess the most im ­ 
pressive moment I can remem ­ 
ber was standing up on the 
Hadley Mountain, Hadley Del­ 
ta, and looking back at the 
plain and seeing the lunar mod­ 
ule and the rille and Mount 
Hadley and the whole big pic­ 
ture in one swoop.” 
Worden: “ One was right aft­ 
er lunar orbit insertion when 
we got our first look at the 
moon, and it was a fantastic, | 
spectacular sight. And the oth­ 
er 
was 
when 
transearth 
in­ 
jection (to start home) burned 
so beautifully. That was an aw­ 
ful good feeling.” 
Irwin: 
“The one that was 
most impressive was the liftoff 
that began the flight and I 
knew that I was going into 
space after a few years of wait­ 
ing rod training.”

mentioned one event 
he’d like to forget: “When I fell 
down in front of the TV when 
we were deploying the Rover.”

Morra 11, who rifled 
three touchdown passes in the 
Colts’ winning effort against 
the College All Stars last week­ 
end, is expected to be the No. 1 
signal caller until Unitas is re­ 
turned to duty. Rookie quarter­ 
back Karl Douglas of Texas 
A&I also is slated to appeared 
against Kansas City. 
“I want Sam and Karl to 
handle three quarters, not only 
of this game but the next four, 
McCafferty said. “We’ll bring 
Morra 11 on for only the last 
part of these games to keep his 
hand in."

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DOES INDIANA GET CUT? 
Hoosier citizens realize that an im- 
>rtant segment of their income goes to 
le federal government in the form of 
taxes. 
Indiana is one of the states which pays 
more in the form of taxes than it receives 
in federal grants. 
To some extent, Hoosiers do not like 
the formula upon which allocations are 
made by the federal government as well 
as the fact that Washington collects so 
much money that is needed both in the 
state and local counties and cities. 
If the m atter is viewed in a realistic 
manner, this is the way business is done. 
Hoosiers are required to follow the pat­ 
tern mapped by the federal government. 
In respect to federal highway funds, 
Ruell W. Steele, chairman of the Indiana 
State Highway Commission is urging 
public pressure for restoration of cut­ 
backs in federal highway funds. 
Steele charges that Indiana annually 
pays $150 million into the federal high­ 
way trust fund. Listed as a “donor state,” 
Indiana in the past has been receiving 
about $100 million for highway construc­ 
tion from the federal government. 
The latest cutback reduced the Indi­ 
ana share of federal highway funds to 
$69.9 million. In other words, Indiana 
gets back less than 47 per cent of the sum 
contributed to the federal highway trust 
fund. 
Not only are numerous states faring 
better percentage-wise, but the cutbacks 
are making it necessary for forcing Indi­ 
ana to finance some highway projects en­ 
tirely from state money. 
In respect to federal grants, the record 
of Indiana is even less favorable. 
For the nation as a whole, federal 
grants average $117 per person, accord­ 
ing to federal statistics. 
Federal grants allocated to Indiana 
are listed at $68 per capita. 
Even more amazing and ironical, per 
capita federal grants to Indiana are low­ 
est in the entire nation. 
It would appear that Indiana has been 
placed in a highly unfavorable status in 
relation to federal assistance, highway 
funds or federal grants. 
States with higher per capita income 
are receiving more in federal grants on 
a per capita basis. 
The federal government may be seek­ 
ing to assist states on an equitable basis. 
However, in respect to federal highway 
funds and federal grants, it would ap­ 
pear that the Hoosier State is being dis­ 
criminated against.

CONFUSION OF TERMS 


There are those who espouse higher 
education as a right. However, some 
things cannot be achieved as a right 
simply on demand. Education is one. All 
across the country, institutions of higher 
learning are feeling the economic pinch. 
A publication of the California Taxpay­ 
ers’ Association lists a few of the uni­ 
versities that have been hit the hardest 
by falling revenues. It reports that 
Princeton University has announced a 
budget of $1 million less in 1971-72 than 
in 1970. Michigan State University has 
announced a 1.5 per cent reduction in 
budgets. Dartmouth College is reducing 
the size of its faculty. Stanford Univer­ 
sity is trimming $6 million from its 
budget over the next five years. In addi­ 
tion to budget cuts, tuition is rising. In 
the state of Oregon, the higher education 
system has announced plans to charge 
75 per cent of actual instruction cost for 
state residents with the state paying the 
other 25 per cent. Out of state students 
will be charged 100 per cent of education 
costs. 
We should stop confusing rights with 
privileges.

The White clan has always 
taken considerable pride in the 
virgin untouched woods making 
up two thirds of the property. 
One State Forester described it 
as the finest stand of young 
maple trees in the state. On 
only one occasion have we cut 
any trees, and this was to har­ 
vest a few walnuts that had 
reached prime maturity. It was 
such a waste since the purchas­ 
er took only the log to the first 
branch, leaving more than ho 
took. 


One of our neighbors cut out 
many trees, making his woods 
similar to a park. The wild-flow­ 
ers and wild life suffered. We 
chose to leave ours in a natural 
state making It ideal for youth­ 
ful camping ventures Consider­ 
able work is needed to take out 
several dead trees, but there 
is never enough time or money. 
The mini-bike fad has hit hom­ 
es on both sides of us. The 
youthful riders are not permit­ 
ted on the streets, being too 
young to license. The bikes have 
no lights and cannot be licensed. 
The woods presents a challeng­ 
ing short cut between the hous­ 
es of youthful riders. It has 
steep inclines for hill climbs and 
a sandy stream bed for racing. 
Before we knew it, the woods 
was full of deep cut trails and 
destroyed young trees. 
Frank Haubry, district U.S. 
ranger for the National Forest 
around the Monroe Reservoir 
has been having trouble with 
the cyclists in the 240,000 acres 
he supervises. 
Haubry warned: “Fishing in 
Monroe will be all over within 
20 years if we don't put a stop 
to motorcycle hill climbing. Ev­ 
er since the area was opened up 
for public use, cyclists have 
been destroying timber, chasing 
away wildlife and scaring off 
would-be picnickers and cam p­ 
ers.” 
The staff planted 10,000 tulip 
trees a year ago and was able 
to find only five growing due to 
excessive use of cycles. 
The last General Assembly 
passed an act to control the use 
of off road vehicles. Bikes with­ 
out state license plates must 
be registered with the Depart­ 
ment of N atural Resources. Rid­ 
ers must obtain a landowner’s 
permission prior to entering the 
land. The law carried a $500 fine 
for unauthorized use. 
The bikes cut deep ruts in 
the forest land. Rain washes 
silt and top soil causing an 
erosion problem. Hard packed 
soü does not perm it reseeding 
by nature. 
Tenth District Congressman 
David W. Dennis has called up­ 
on Congress to take action to 
set aside areas to* remain na­ 
tural and untouched under the 
Wilderness Act. He said: “The 
thought of having a land where 
every acre is in use, civilized 
or cultivated is unacceptable, 
and this result is quite avoid­ 
able if proper steps are taken 
now.” 
The United States has about 
10 million acres restricted un­ 
der the 1964 Act and needs 
more.
